MUSICAL GOSSIP. 



La Scala re-opened last month with Galletti as 
Leonora — "U Trovatore." 

Mile. Stahle, from Munich, had good success 
in Leipsic's opera house with her performances 
of principal female rdles in " L'Africaine," 
"Faust," and ''La Filie du Regiment." 

Bausserein's superb bass and impassioned stylo 
carried him triumphantly into favor at Berlin's 
opera as Bertram and the. High Priest, in "La 
Flute Enchante." 

Bottero created much enthusiasm there on his 
debut in " Eiisir d' Amore," with Mme. Pozzi as 
the Adina. 

Mme. Ubrich, engaged for London's opera, had 
a grand ovation at Breslau on March 31st, when 
she performed Selika for the last time. The Flor- 
entine quartet had given three brilliant concerts 
there. 

Wachtel appears to have gained wonderful tri- 
umphs at Hamburg's opera house. 

Tiberni and wife are reported as very successful 
at La Fenice— Venice— -ami to have revived that 
opera's almost extinguished prestige, but Chorley 
affirms their absolute failure to maintain high 
artistic positions there, according to his informa- 
tion. 

"Dinorah" will be given at Modena and in 
Milan's Carcano, now that Florence has so emi- 
nently approved it. The same artists will per- 
form in ih03e plaee3tbat gaveitectai! in Florence, 
except Stelleri, who is replaced by Sterbini. . 

Pacini's new opera has been given at La 
Fenice, but no criticism yet appears upon that 
work. 

Marie Battu is highly praised for her perform- 
ance of Selika's role at L'Acadcmie, and Miss 
States only receives credit for the final waltz in 
"Columella," all else has been pronounced un- 
satisfactory. 

Adeliaa Patti gave a grand musical reception, 
at Paris before leaving to commence her London 
opera season on May lib, and Parisian dilettanti 
were present in very large delegations to honor 
the occasion. 

Paris had in mid April four distinguished vio- 
lin sts in concert performance— ^'Joachim, Vieux- 
temps, Wieniawski and Sivori. Wieniawski 
playeJ at le Conservatoire concert, Mendelssohn's 
concerto precisely at the same moment that Joa- 
chim played it at le Cirque, and gained high esti- 
mation thereby. 

Auber being present when "Rigolelto" was 
performed, went . after third act to congratulate 
Signor Cresci upon his great success in that r61e. 

Jenny Kempton sang at Palamba's concert in 
Erard's saloon. 

la PresseMusieale praises highly Chickering's 
grand piano as proved at L'At-enee wben Ritter 



played upon it, and deem3 the enthusiasm then 
displayed largely due to its excellence. 

Jenny Busk, a singer from Baltimore, gif.ed 
with a beautiful voice, is concertizing in Paris. 

Music tor cavalry has been suppiessed in 
France, as modern instruments are too cumber- 
some for then!. Parisian journals declare that 
improvements ot music for infantry should be 
made, as now Germany, Holland and Belgium 
have greatly superior bands. 

Mile. Mela is engaged at L' International — 
Paris — where her father now directs operatic 
matters. 

Sacred concerts were given at Lea'.Italiens 
just as Lent closed. 

The receipts of entertainments in Paris for 
March were 2,057,729 francs. 

Borghi-Mamo and Tamberlik created great en- 
thusiasm at Madrid's opera upon her benefit 
night, when they performed in "Otello," before 
a very crowded and most brilliant audience. 

At Trebelli's benefit in Warsaw there was an 
ovei flowing house, and her Fides— ' ' Le Prophete"- 
^-received unequivocal applause. 

Mme. Czillag was much admired in a concert 
at Paris, when she gave the Bolero from "I Ves- 
pri Sicilliani" with extraordinary verve. 

Brussels and Liege were greatly excited by 
Joachim's vio'in performances. 

Two songs from Sullivan's " Sapphire Neck- 
lace " were acceptable to a grand audienca in 
Sydenham Palace, but no marked enthusiasm was , 
excited by them. 

Jurymen commenced examining piano-fortes in 
the Paris Exhibition within a fortnight alter it 
opened. There is but one manufacturer upon 
that. jury,, .and its ^composition promises a lair 
decision. 

Mile. Nilsson will perform Ophelia in A. 
Thomas' opera — " Hamlet "—when produced in 
November. 

"Romeo "is again postponed for some good 
reason by Carvalho, who manages Le Lyrique. 

Italian Opera for this season, at Vienna, com- 
menced with " l/EIistrd'Amorc," in which Mile. 
Artot, Calzolari, Zucchini and Everardi performed 
chief r61e7. 

Adellna Patti bid adieu to Paris and saluted 
London with the same r61e — Rosina. 

Strasbourg meditates producing A. Thomas' 
" Mignon " during the approaching season. 

Prosper Pascal, of Le Meneslrel, has written a 
five act opera, called "les Templiers." 

Ciampi replaced Ronconl in "Fra Diavolo," 
at Gye's opera, with decided success, if critical 
notices be any .test. He made Lord Allcash less 
droll and grotesque but more like the original 
French model, they say. 

Sims Reeves and his manager at Drury Lane 
have a dispute about his neglect to perform 
"Rob Roy." 

The Musical Society of Loudon will give no 
concerts during this season, for good financial 
reasons. 

"Don Carlos" received from correspondence in 
the London Musical World, decided commenda- 
tion, as having melodic form with almost literal 
descrlptiveness and coming very near to the 
golden mean between the Italian masters before 
Gluck and the modern Germans of the Wagner 
school. It satisfied that correspondent and is 
beginuing to satisfy the French, who having got 
over their first disappointment, are fast finding 
out its merits. That it will satisfy (he English 
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be entertains not the slightest doubt. In France 
other reasons than Its music are likely to conduce 
to its popularity, he says, but docs not specify 
them. 

Santley and Beeves are glorified for their 
recent performances in oratorio with London 
societies, oven beyond former extravagant praise. 

Wachtel Is to receive 48,000 tlialers at Dresden's 
opera for Ore months performance, and he will 
occupy a magnificent villa in that city while his 
engagement continues. 

Gluck's "Armide" is preparing with decora- 
tions by Gropius of Borlin, lor production at Mu- 
nich, with Mmo. Mallingcr as prima donna. She 
Is engaged there for three years, with yearly ad- 
vance lor compensation. For her second year 
she will receive 4,000 florins, and 5,000 for the 
third. 

An Italian Opera Company, directed by Pollinl, 
will give a season at Vienna in June. His en- 
gagements named are Boltero, Szircia and Tre- 
belli. 

Be Murska has definitely quitted Vienna's Royal 
Opera. 

Richard Wagner's appointment to superintend 
Munich's court music, and his abiding presence 
in that city ore positively stated to contradict re- 
ports that Luzerne claimed his whole devotion to 
music and operatic composition. 

Otto Goldschwidt !s stated to have been ap- 
pointed director or Hamburg's Philharmonic con- 
certs. 

There is prospect that opera will be continued 
at l'Orient— Madrid— unlil Juno, and positive as- 
sertion that Rovira an improssario from Barcelona, 
and Tamberlik have become its lessees tor next 
seasoj. 

Les Italiens closed its regular season April 30, 
but supplementary performances will be given 
this month, with Tamberlik. 

Mapleson commenced his season April 27, with 
'• Lo Nozze di Figaro, : * in which Titions, Mongini, 
Santley, and Gassier appeared. "I Lombardl " 
was given on April 30, "on a scale of unexam- 
pled splendor," with Tltiens, Mongini, Santley, 
and Gassier as chlet artists. 

The London World's correspondence from Paris 
flouts '• Columella," at Les Italiens, and " Romeo 
et Juliette," is still a myth at Le Lyrique, while 
lutiinatlng a rival opera by Yrvid as likely to an- 
ticipate its production there. He says Mme. 
Garcla's superb gold medal from Prussia's King 
will be incased lor lady's use in a ring of great 
price. 

Mendelssohn's oratorio of St. Paul was given 
by the Philharmonic Sociely of Washington, on 
Wednesday evening April 24th. The following 
artists assisted:— Miss Maria Bralnerd, soprano; 
Mrs. Cauifield, alto; Mr. G. Simpson, tenor; and 
Mr. Winch, of Boston. Bass. Mr. V. Caultield 
was the pianist, and Mr. J. P. Caultield, Mus. 
Doc, conductod the whole performance very ably. 
There was a large chorus and orchestra. 

On Sunday the 28th of April, the large and 
beautiful organ just erected in St. Bridget's R. C. 
Church, by Stanfleld of Philadelphia, was inaug- 
urated. Moz.irt's 12th Mass was performed by a 
largo choir, the sololsis beiug Miss Teresa Wer- 
nocko, soprano; Mrs. Cuulrie'.d, alto; Mr. Millard, 
tenor; and Signer t'ollettl, bass. Mr. James 
Caulfleld was the orgaulst, and Mr. J. N. Caul- 
lleld the conductor.
